VARNISH MAKING. 

The three principal ingredients for 
the better qualities of varnish are gum 
copal or its equivalent, linseed oil, and 
spirits of turpentine. Among the best 
copals is the gum animi, also called 
Zanzibar gum, after the island of that 
name, situated on the east coast of 
Africa, from which it is shipped. 
Next in quality is the Benguela gum 
from the west coast of Africa; and 
next to this is the Kowrie, which comes 
from the island of New Zealand; it is 
not quite so hard nor clear as the 
former, but is cheaper, and therefore 
more used. Its greater softness is 
easily ascertained by the fact that it is 
more easily scratched with the nail. 
There are other inferior substances 
which are used to make cheap var- 
nishes, or adulterate better kinds; the 
principal of these is common rosin, 
which however is so soft and brittle 
that a varnish made from the rosin 
alone is almost worthless; notwith- 
standing it looks tolerably well at first, 
it is easily seratched and soon loses its 
gloss, cracks, and becomes pulveru- 
lent. 

The gums, which are already as- 
sorted when brought in the market. 
go through a second examination in 
the factory; the large pietes are 
broken up, and again assorted accord- 
ing to degree of clearnéss and purity. 
The oil and turpentine used are al- 
ways kept for many weeks in large 
storage tanks to settle and ripen, as it 
is technically called. The oil is then 
drawn into kettles, boiled, and re- 
turned ‘to another tank to settle and 
bleach, being now kept in a hot room 
where the temperature is kept at 100° 
or a little more, so as to promote the 
limpidity of the oil and its more rapid 
settling. 

When the oil and turpentine are 
ready, the assorted copal is melted 
over a slow fire; the top of the melting 
kettle is closed by a lid, securely 
clamped down, so as to prevent the 
free escape of inflammable gases gen- 
erated during the melting. ‘There is 
however an orifice in the center of the 

“lid, with a funnel over it, through 
which the gases can agcend and es 
cape without danger of taking fire 
from the fuel below. When tle copal 
is melted, the kettle, which stands on 
wheels, is rolled from the fire under 
the oil cock, and the required quantity 
of oil run in; it is then wheeled back 
to the fire where the workman keeps 
stirring the contents so as to secure a 
good mixing. The kettle is then run 
into the cooling-room, where, after 
sufficient cooling, the turpentine is 
added; the latter being very inflam- 
mable, and also volatile, it must, for 
the sake of safety, only be added after 
having somewhat cooled and ata 
distant from the fire. The turpentine 
is then well incorporated with the oil 
and the gum during vigorous stirring, 
and the varnish is ready in so far as 
the cooking is concerned. The next 
operation is the filtering process, 
which is done while still warm; after 
filtering it is let alone in a large tank 
to ripen, settle and clarify, when it is 
drawn in the vessels intended for

ANCIENT PATENTS FOR MAKING 
PAINTS, COLOHS AND VAR- 
NISHES. 


COLORING MATTERS, 
A. .D. 1855, Novmber 7. 

JOHNSON, WILLIAM.—(A communi- 
cation.) —“Improvements in the manu- 
facture aud application of prussiates 
and other coloring matters.” These 
improvements relate, in the first place, 
to the application in the manufacture 
of Prussian blue, prussiate of soda, 
prussiate of potash, and other colour- 
ing watters, of the refuse matter of 
the gas purifier, and of soot and other 
refuse matters from chemical works, 
foundries, glass works, and _ kilns, 


where a certain quantity of fuel is}, 


consumed. In using these substances

in the said manufacture they are to be 
treated with alkalies, sulphate of iron 
or other ‘persalts of iron. Insoluble 
cyanides or’ ferrocyanides may be 
treated with a solution of caustic 
alkali, such, for example, as caustic 
soda, and if this alkali is used, prus- 
siate of soda will be produced. The 
refuse animal charcoal of sugar re- 
finers may be similarly treated with 
caustic alkali, so as to produce usetul 
colouring. matters. 

The invention also comprehends the 
employment or use of goluble silicates 
in the manufacture of prussiates; and 
also the employment and use of in- 
soluble soaps. such as the stearates or 
resinates of lime or magnesia, as bases 
for the blue colouring matter. 

The invention further relates to the 
application and use, in the manufact- 
ure of blue balls for washing purposes, 
of apparatus similar to that used for 
making pills or lozenges. 

LAKE COLORS. 
A. D. 1856, January 9. 

GATTY,-FREDERICK ALBERT.—“ Im- 
provements in the manufacture of 
lake colours.’ This invention’ con- 
sists in the application of the salts of 
antimony (by preference the chloride) 
for the purpose of precipitating the 
colouring matters of dye materials, 
such as sapan wood, logwood, cochin- 
eal, quercitron, bark, and some others 
of the same description, thereby pro- 
ducing colors commonly called lakes, 
for the manufacture of wiich other 
metallic salts have hitherto been 
used.” In the manufacture of a ‘‘red 
lake” the patentee proceeds as fol- 
lows:— 

To one gallon of chloride of anti- 
mony at 80 degrees of Twaddle’s hy- 


drometer, I add twenty gallons of], 


well aged sapan er lima wood liquor, 
at 7 degrees of Twaddle’s hydrometer; 
the whole is then well stirred, and left 
to stand a few hours, and then is put 
on a filter. When the liquor is run off 
Ifadd about 4 gallons of water, in 
order to wash the precipitate. This 
operation of washing I repeat a second 
time; when the water is strained off, 
the lake is finished, and may either be 
dried or ‘‘ used in the wet state.” By 
using more or less of the chloride of 
antimony the shade of the lake will 
vary ffom a “crimson” to more of a 
“scarlet.” In manufacturing “purple 
or violet lakes” “‘logwood liquor” is 
substituted; and for “yellows” ‘‘querci+ 
tron bark liquor.” “Lakes may be 
obtained in like manner from all the 
dye materials which form coloured 
precipitates with salts of antimony.”

A WRINKLE ApouT VARNISH. — Varnish 
made with alcohol will get dull and spongy 
by the evaporation of the alcohol which 
leaves water in the varnish, as all commer- 
cial alcohol contains water.

MANUFACTURE OF SULPHURIC 
ACID. 


By Roserr HasENcieveR, Manager of the 
Stolberg Works. 


From a Report by Dr. A. W. Hoffman. 
Purification of Sulphuric Acid.— 
The sulphuric acid of commerce gen- 
erally contains small quantities of 
lead, iron, and arsenic, besides traces 
of selenium and thallium. It is only 
in some few of these arts that a pure 
acid is required on the large scale. e. g., 
in the preparation of sulphate of soda 
free from iron for the plate-glass 
manufacture. In most cases the iron 
and lead present in sulphuric acid do 
not interfere with its applications, and 
it can be freed from them, if needfal, 
by simple distillation. 

The removal of the arsenic is of 
greater importance, and for this pur- 
pose various methods have been pro- 
posed. 

Here follows the percentage of arsen- 
ic found in European pyrites. 

As to the removal of arsenic from 
sulphuric acid several important ob- 
servations have been made in the last 
few years. Bussey and Buignet have 
examined the customary methods for 
the removal of this impurity, and 
pronounce them insufficient. The 
precipitation of the arsenic by means 
of sulphuretted hydrogen or barium 
sulphide is not complete, and the use 
of these means involves a considerable 
dilution of the acid. If we attempt to 
purify an impure acid by distillation we 


obtain, under certain circumstances, 
a product free from arsenic, but in 


most cases an arseniferous acid passes 
over. Bussy and Buignet have as- 
certained the conditions in which a 
pure acid is obtained. They found 
that sulphuric acid containing arsenic 
in the form of' arsenic acid can be 
purified by distillation, but not such 
as contains arsenious acid. Arsenic 
acid remains entirely in the residue, 
whilst arsenious acid passes over. 
Hence, Bussy and Buignet recommend 
to treat the commercial acid, which 
generally contains both arsenious and 
arsenic acid, with nitric acid, in order 
to peroxidize the arsenious acid. The 
acid is then mixed with a little sul- 
phate of ammonia in order to destroy 
nitrous acid, and distilled,

heated with charcoal and then treat- 
ed with hydrochloric acid, or the 
heating with charcoal and the treat- 
ment with hydrochloric acid are 
conducted simultaneously, As experi? 
ence proves.that the acid in imost 
cases contains arsenic acid the tréat- 
ment with charcoal is to be recom- 
mended in all cases,

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Blondlot converts the arsenious acid 
into arsenic acid prior to distillation 
not by nitric acid but by manganese 
Peroxide or the manganate of potash. 

Lyte proposes to heat the raw acid 
first to 110° in a bowl with 4% to 1g per 
cent sulphuric acid, then to mix with 
chromate of potash, and finally to 

: distill. The oxalic acid removes ni- 
trous acid, and the chromic acid 
converts the arsenious acid into ar- 
senic acid. 

At Freidberg and Oker sulphuric 
acid is purified by sulphuretted hydro- 
gen, and this process is particularly 
recommended as the gas is not con- 
ducted into the liquid. ‘The sulphuric 
acid is allowed to flow down a precipi- 
tating tower, fitted with prisms like a 
Gerstenhofer furnace, but made of 
lead and so arranged that an angle is 
always upwards and a side down- 
wards. Into this tower enters from 
below a current of sulphuretted hy- 
drogen evolved from green pyrites 
and sulphuric acid. As the acid flows 
down in thin layers the precipitation 
of the arsenic sulphide is very satis- 
factory. 

Concentration of Sulphuric Acid:'— 
The kinds of apparatus generally em- 
ployed in sulphuric acid works for 
concentrating the chamber acid are:— 

1, fvaporation in leaden pans, 
standing upon cast-iron plates heated 
by the direct action of fire beneath 
the plates. 

3. The action of u reverberatory fire 
upon leaden pans, the edges of which 
have double sides and ean be cooled 
by a current of water in order to pre- 
vent the lead from melting. Or the 
concentration is effected, 3. By steam. 

4. By hot sulphurous acid. 

In the application of the first-men- 
tioned arrangement for concentration 
(open pans with direct fire) the author 
considers it advisable to regulate the 
eveporation by the thermometer, as 
the lead is readily destroyed at a too 
elevated temperature. 

At the commencement of the treatise 
just quoted the author enters into an 
examination of the action of sulphuric 
acid upon lead, and states as the 
result of his observations that per- 
fectly pure lead is more attacked dur- 
ing the concentration of sulphuric 
acid than a-:less pure metal. ‘lhe 
same observation had been already 
made by Calvert and Johnson. 

If the open pans employed in the 
evaporation are not made of too soft a 
lead they last for a long time, at least 
if the concentration is conducted with 
due care. 

Chandelon makes the judicious sug- 
gestion that the fire-gases from every 
arrangement for the concentration of 
sulphuric acid should be passed into a 
small separate chimney, since it is not 
possible to determine if a loss of acid 
is taking place when steam, hydro- 
chloric acid gas, and the volatile pro- 
ducts of the furnaces of a chemical 
works are all led into one large chim- 
ney. 

The ordinary concentration in open 
pans is simple, aud js still, therefore, 
principally in use, though not great- 
ly to be recommended as far as repairs, 
consumption of fuel, and loss of acid 
are concerned, 

The apparatus in which the flame 
plays directly over the surface of the 
acid was at one time widely used in 
England, and was first introduced 
into Germany at the Luneburg Chemi- 
cal Works, ‘Ihe furnaces last a long 
time without repairs, and consume 
little fuel, but are liable to the defect 
that an excessive temperature is often 
produced when considerable quanti- 
ties of sulphurie acid escape along

REMARKS ON ANILINE BLACK. 

If hot concentrated solutions of an 
alkaline chlorate and of neutral muri- 
ate of aniline are mixed together, the 
liquid heats to a boil, becomes thick, 
and is converted into a tumid mass, 
giving off suffocating fumes, mixed 
with the vapor of a black volatile 
body, which on distillation gives off 
gaseous and liquid products, among 
other aniline oils. 

The same black is obtained by mix- 
ing the concentrated and acid solu- 
tions in the cold. After a short time 
the clear liquid takes a deep color, 
and is transformed into a thick paste, 
which gives off abundance of chlorine 
and volatile chlorine compounds, 
When the reaction is over we dilute 
and heat to a boil, when the black 
mass loses its greenish tone; we then 
filter, wash, and dry. 

The precipitate obtained is of a 
deep black, and if submitted to dis- 
tillation it produces the same results 
as those given by the hot neutral 
liquid. Like the latter, it is insoluble 
in acids, alkalies and alcohol, and in- 
different towards most chemical re- 
agents. Naturally, neither the one 
nor the other can be used as a dye- 
bath. The fibre indeed takes a black 
color. but the black loses its solidity. 
‘To make use of such a mixture of an 
alkaline chlorate and of a muriate of 
aniline as a dye-bath it would seem 
necessary ‘to employ solutions very 
dilute and perfectly neutral. Such, 
however, is not the case, for even on 
heating such solutions no reaction is 
perceived. Each of the conditions 
indicated hinders the decomposition 
of the chloric acid and the formation 
of aniline black. But it is upon this 
very decomposition of chloric acid in 
the dye-bath that, according to M. A. 
Guyard, is based the entire process of 
the formation oft aniline black. If 
another imeans of introducing this de- 
composition exists, a dilute and neu- 
tral bath may be employed with 
success. Decomposition by reducing 
agents is not suitable in this case, the 
prussiate of potash forming the only 
exception. Oxidixing agents are no 
better. While the former give no re- 
sult, the latter produce compounds 
soluble in acids and alcohol, and en- 
tirely different from aniline black, 
On the other hand certain metallic 
salts fulfill all the conditions for the 
production of a fine black with chlo- 
rate of aniline, fof the salts of metals 
which have several degrees of oxida- 
tion pass easily from one to the other. 

According to M. Guyard the salts of 
copper, iron, manganese, molybdie, 
and tungstic acids, and especially the 
vanadium compounds, decompose the 
chloric acid of aniline, reducing and 
oxidizing at once. They take from 
the chloric acid a part of its oxygen, 
transmit it to the aniline, thereby re- 
turning to a lower degree of oxida- 
tion, and continuing this alternate 
play till all the chloric acid is decom- 
posed. or all the aniline is oxidized. 
—Dingler’s Polytechnic Journal,

PHILADELPHIA’S FIRST DRUGGIST. 


Late in the spring of 1771 Townsend 
Speakman came to this country from 
England, where he had previously 
learned the druggist’s business, for the 
Purpose of establishing himself here. 
At that time there was a Dr. Thomas 
Bond in the city, who combined the 
practice of physician and the dispensing 
of medicines together, and it is sup 
posed that Mr. Speakman purchased 
his druggist interest. To this business 
Mr. S. made considerable additions, 
and, as far ascan be ascertained from 
private sources or historical annals, he 
was the first regularly educated druggist 
this city ever had, having received his 
diploma in London. Our information 
as to where Mr. Speakman originally 
started in business is somewhat uncer- 
tain, but his descendants are mostly of 
the opinion that it was always at No. 
20 South Second street, then No. 8. One 
of his billheads, printed at this time, 
in the old style type of the day, reads as 
follows: 


PHILA DELPHIA——MONTH 
BO’T OF TOWNSEND SPEAKMAN ; 


CHEMIST AND DRUGGIST, 
No. 8, Four Doors below the Friend’s 

Meeting House, and the West Side 

of Second Street. 

At the left hand isa cut of a bell above 
a dragon in an oval, which was Mr. 
Speakman’s trade mark, Mr. 8. C. 
Hart, his grandson and the present pro- 
prietor of the business, has the original 
pill machine, now in good condition, 
and alsoa mortar and pestle of pure 
bell metal, brought over from England 
as part of his outfit. His old sign is 
still in existence, in the possession of 
Dr. Remington; it is about 2x3} feet, 
and the lettering is legible even now. 

In 1782 John Hart was regularly in- 
dentured to Mr. Speakman as an ap- 
prentice, “‘ to learn the mysteries of the 
druggists’ art.” At his decease in 
1793 came into the possession of the 
business. During the following year, 
1794, he married Mr. Speakman’s 
daughter Lydia. Mr. Hart was a man 
of great originality, and among other 
things, judging from the facts in our 
possession, he was the first druggist to 
make what is now so familiarly ‘known 
as*soda water. Prof. Physic, a name 
well known to old Philadelphians, and 
Mr. Hart were gseat friends, and of 
course quite confidential. One day the 
Professor got hold of the idea that it 
would bea great achievement if some 
way could be devised for introducing 
carbonic acid gas into the human system. 
Mr. Hart took up the idea, and after 
many trials, and of course with very 
crude apparatus, succeeded in accom- 
plishing the result. It was at first used 
solely as medivine and regularly pre- 
scribed, but after a while Mr, Hart 
thought he would popularize the drink, 
and so added various syrups. On this 
he made such a hit that at one time he 
had three fountains in successful opera- 
tion. The original slab of marble on 
which the first crude effort was fixed 
may still-be seen at 26 South Second 
street. Mr. Hart would doubtless be 
very much surprised if he could see the 
elaborate fountains of the present day. 
We cannot vouch that he was actually 
the very first to make soda water; but 
he certainly made the article at a very 
early day. 

Some time before his death in 1834, 
John Hart took his son, John S Hart, 
into partnership with him, the firm|paper. Neither a fire, a failure, or a 
name being John Hart & Son.

ceeded him. This brother, now a hale, 
hearty gentleman of over three score, 
is the present proprietor. S.C. Hart 
moved the business from No. 20 to No. 
26 South Second street, where he has 
remained ever since. 

As John Hart married Townsend 
Speakman’s daughter, the business may 
be said to have remained in the family 
for more than a century, and it is very 
seldom that one hears of so few changes 
in that long time. To trace it down by 
successive generations the dates would 
be as follows: 


1771. Townsend Speakman. 

1793. John Hart. 

1825. John Hart & Son. 

1834. John S. Hart. 

1838. 8. C. Hart. 

When gas was first introduced into 
Philadelphia regularly from the gas 
works, the store of John S. Hart was 
one of the two then prepared to use it. 
The gentleman in charge of the works 
was a great friend of Mr. Hart’s, and 
knowing when the gas would be turned 
on came there to see the effect. Of 
course all the air in the pipes had to be 
forced out first, consequently it was a 
long time before the gas made its ap- 
pearance ; but when it did come, this 
Mr. 8. C. Hart, then in his brother’s 
store, was patiently waiting with an old- 
fashioned rush-light in. his hand, and 
lighted it for the first time. We are 
aware there is anotiuer person who has 
been reported as being the first to light 
the gas, but from all the facts adduced 
we think Mr. Hart can easily substanti- 
ate hisclaim. There are many bits of 
curious history which might be related 
in connection with the family, but the 
above is sufficient to show the facts in 
regard to Philadelphia’s first druggist 
and the business he established. Our 
thanks are due various members of the 
family for their courtesy in supplying 
needed information. 

FRANKLIN INSTITUTE. 

The second lecture of the course on 
the ‘*Contrasts and Resemblances of 
Sound and Light ”’ was delivered on the 
evening of the 13th inst. at the 
Franklin Institute, a large audience 
being present. The subject was 
the production of sound and light. 
The nature of sound propagation 
in air was discussed, and it was shown 
to be mere expansion and condensation, 
not an onward progression. The pro- 
duction of vortex rings in air was shown 
as an example of progressive particles. 

Many ways in which sound is pro- 
duced were shown, among which was 
Savaut’s toothed wheel experiment, the 
siren, &c. A tall thin tube of large 
diameter was in this connection caused 
to produce an intense and deep tone by 
burning a gas flame at a certain height 
in it. 

Various means of producing light 
were then referred to. The production 
of light by high temperature was shown 
by heating to fusion a long iron wire by 
means of a current of electricity from a 
powerful magneto-electric machine. In- 
teresting experiments in  phosphor- 
escence and fluorescence were shown. 

An exceedingly brilliant illumination 
of the lecture-room was produced by 
passing a powerful electric current be- 
tween carbon points.

RESEARCHES ON VEGETABLE GLU- 
CO-GENESIS. 

V. Jodin—Most, if not all, of the 
higher vegetables contain saccharine 
matter diffused in their organs. This 
saccharine matter is generally a mix- 
ture of saccharose and of inverted 
sugar. The amount of sugar is gen 
erally smallest in the leaves, and 
reaches its usaximum in the flowers, 
fruits, stems, and roots, which possess 
the chlorophyllic function transitorily 
or butina slight degree. The slight 
proportion of sugar in the leaves is, 
however, no direct proof against the 
production of sugar fby these organs. 
On the other hand, the constant pres- 
ence of sugars in all the fungi appears 
to prove manifestly the mutual inde- 
pendence of the glycogenic and of the 
chlorophyllian functions. ‘These two 
functions are found in juxtaposition 
in the green leaf without the existence 
of any relation of immediate casuality 


between them.

SOLIDIFICATION OF SULPHIDE OF 
CARBON. 


When oils, particularly drying oils, 
are heated with a small quantity of 
protochloride of sulphur, they solidify 
into a body something like caoutchouce; 
if at the moment that these two sub 
stances are mixed some volatile liquid, 
such as benzole, petroleum, or sul- 
phide of carbon, is added, according to 
M. Mercier the solidification of the oil 
takes place all the same, and it is thus 
capable of imprisoning as much as 
seventy per cent. of bisulphide of 
carbon, the whole having the appear- 
ance of quince jelly, and only losing 
its volatile constituent slowly on ex- 
posure to the air. It is thought that 
this new compound, or mixture, may, 
perhaps, be found useful in agricul- 
ture for the destruction of noxious 
insects, such as the phylloxera or the 
Colorado beetle grubs.

PICROTOXIN. 
(From Picros, bitter, Toxicon, poison.) 
BY A. F, PATTEE, M. D. 

Picrotoxin is a solid colorless, vegeta- 
ble alkali, crystallizable in quadrangular, 
white, brilliant semi-transparent prisms, 
soluble in alcohol, ether, glycerine, and 
to some extent in water; not in oils. 

This substance is the active principle 
of Cocculus Indicus, and has an insup- 
portably bitter taste, not unlike strych- 
nia. 

Its action is chiefly upon the cerebro- 
spinal system asa powerful stimulant, 
causing congestion and infusion of the 
brain and spinal chord, which produces 
convulsions and death. . 

I have employed it in a number of 
cases of nervous cerebral exhaustion 
with good results. The first was a case 
of mental depression following severe 
and protracted headache, in which it 
worked splendidly. In another case, 
somewhat similar, it gave satisfactory re- 
sults, 

I also gave it in a case of Chorea of_long 
standing, where there were signs of 
great nervous debility and exhaustion 
which had resisted almost everything in 
the shape of medicines. 

This case made a good and speedy re- 
covery. 

It increases the strength and frequency 
of the pulse, ani elevates the tempera- 
ture of the body. 


It is contra-indicated where there are 
signs either of local irritation or con- 
gestion in the brain or spinal cord, or 
determination of blood toward the head. 


Dose.— From 1-400 to 1-50 of a grain 
every four hours. 

In solution, one grain to four hundred 
drops of alcohol. 

I have never seen any troublesome ef- 
fects from its use. It requires a much 
larger dose to kill a dog or cat than of 
strychnia. 

My brother, Dr. L. Pattee, of Man- 
chester, N. H., has also used itina 
number of similar cases with like re- 
sults.—Drug Cir. 





SOLUBILITY OF SULPHUR IN ACETIC ACID. 


Liebermann draws attention to the 
fact that sulphur is soluble to a not in- 
considerable degree in warm concen- 
trated acetic acid, while a trace is taken 
up even by the dilute acid. If the con- 
centrated solvent be diluted with water, 
much of the sulpbur separates as ‘‘milk 
of Sulphur;” if it be concentrated with 
the Bunsen pump, fine long prisms of 
sulphur separate; when cooled, the 
liquid deposits sulphur in a crystalline 
form. 
appear to be taken up by acetic acid. 
The author points to cases in avalysis 
where these changes occur, and are apt 
to mislead the operator.— Wiener Anz.

OIL WELLS. 
The Mining Record says: ‘The Cali- 
fornia oil wells are being developed 
with pronounced success in the quarter 
of Ventura. At the head of those en- 
gaged in sound legitimate oil enter- 
prises may be placed Messrs. Taylor, 
Scofield & Co, of San Francisco, who, 
through their local manager, D. C. 
Scott. have expended a very large 
amount in the purchase of engines 
boriug tools, ete., and are now about 
ready to commence boring two wells, 
each of which are to be sunk 1,500 
feet. unless a Howing well be found at 
alesser depth. All the oil hitherto 
found has to be pumped frqm the 
well@, as it consists only of the seepage 
which is forced up by the gas through 
seams in the rock from the grand re- 
servoir supposed to exist at a greater 
depth. The same firm, together with 
A. J. Bryant and Mark McDonald, 
are the owners of the Star Refinery at 
this place, as well as extensive works 
in San Fernando, Los Angeles county. 
“The chief oil belt in Ventura seems 
to lie under what is known as Sulphur 
Mountain, a ridge lying about ten 
miles north of the town of San Buena- 
ventura, rising to the height of 2.000 
feet, and continuing fcrabout thirteen 
miles in a direction nearly east and 
west. On the north and south slopes 
of this range the principal work has 
been done, the higher wells or those 
nearest the summit, invariably yield- 
ing more and better oil than those 
lower down. The summit itself, lying 
between the Ex-Mission and the Ojai 
ranchos, is Government land, anda 
local company has contracted to have 
aroad and steam machinery placed 
on the very top of the ridge. From 
the well to be bored here in the very 
center of the belt great things are ex- 
pected. This will make four steam 
outfits at work, the owners of each of 
which ;will sink their wells to the 
grand reservoir below, or until they 
are satisfied it does not exist. Mean- 
while from the other wells, black and 
green, about 300 barrels per month are 
being shipped—the former bei: g used 
in many places in the manufacture of 
gas.”

IMPROVEMENT IN DEODORIZING 
PETROLEUM PRODUCTS, 
Most of our readers know that kero- 
sene, benzine, etc, after having been 
obtained by distillation from petro- 
leum. is deodorized by means of sul- 
phuric acid, while the oil thus render- 
ed acid is afterwards neutralized by 
means of caustic soda. This is some- 
what expensive, and an improved 
method has recently been employed, 
consisting in the use of sulphurous 
‘acid, either aqueous or liquid. The 
oils are placed in the ordinary refining . 
cistern, where they are washed with 
sulphurous acid gas, which jime- 
diately precipitates the tarry matter 
and other impurities in a manner su- 
perior to that experienced with sul- 
phuricacid. The sulphurous acid is 
preferred to be used in the liquid 
state, and is introduced amongst the 
oil gradually in such a quantity or for 
such a period as experience determines 
for the particular quality or kind of 
oil under treatment, the washing be- 
ing continued until the tarry matter 
and other impurities are precipitated 
and the pure oil left floating above. 
which, so far purified, is then run. off 
into other vessels and again washed 
with sulphurous acid and water until 
the impurities are fairly removed, 
The use of caustic soda in quantity is 
not required in the washing process 
as heretofore when sulphuric acid was 
used in the refining process. Hither- 
to the tarry matter obtained or pro- 
duced in oil refining has been consid- 
ered as waste by redSon of the vitriol 
contained in it, but the tarry matter 
resulting from this process. being free 
from vitriol. may be utilized for va- 
rious purposes. The only use of this 


tarry matter, rich in sulphuric acid, 
was to mix it with bone dust. to make 
what is called superphosphate of lime: 
the tarry matter obtained by the new 
process may be used for various other 


purposes.

DETECTION OF SALICYLIC ACID IN 
WINES AND URINE. 

Take 100 ¢.c. of the suspected fluid, 
precipitate with acetate of Jead in exe 
cess, filter, ndd an excess of sniphuric 
acid to throw down the lead, and filter 
again, ‘The perfectly clear liquid is 
then treated with a few drops ot a solu- 
tion of ferric chloride.
